The 
first., iutimation witness bad-of the.fire was 
when he went to opon the shop next morning; | 
he lied heard nothing about it during the night. 
‘he. time for opening the-shop was, from a 
quarter to eight to eight o'clock. On opening 
the door witness found tho shop burned out and 
an Indian policeman in'charge; - When witness 
‘closed_up on the previous night, all the lights 
were. turned out. ‘Tho total velue of the

The Ecoul-Fusan Railway Company received 
tho formal grant for the constraction of tho 
railway on the 15th nlt,, when the first courve 
of the subscription for its shares was finished. 
As the company is to begin the construction 
works in a few days when the matters. cou- 
neoted with the capital. aro finished anid the 
insugural general meeting has been held,. we. 
think it proper to give hero s short description. 
of the ronte of the railwoy... Between Seoul 
and Fusan, which axe the- termini of the 
Hrailway, it touches many important places. 
Starting from Seoul, after an interval of 25 
miles, the ronte passes Suwin, an_ historical 
place inthe China-Japan war. ‘Lhe Uhikgan, 
the famous gold mine workod by Baron 
Shibnsswo and Mr. Soichiro Asano, lies at 
a distance of 103 miles from Seoul along 
the railway, At’ Wonson, next to’ Chiksan, 
ths railway branches‘ to Kangkyéog. This 
place is notable for the fact that to it reaches 
the river commuuication from Gunean, on open 
port. The railway company’ will carry the 
materials forthe railway construction to Kang- 
lyong vii Gunsaon. The branch line is not 
formally mentioned in the mémoradum cen- 
eluded hetween the Korean and our Govern- 
monts in connexion with the railway, But in 
view of the fact that the branch line is a raison 
détre of tho railway, there ia no ‘possibility of 
ita being done’ away with even after the 
whole ruilway is constructed.

MURDEROUS PIRACY

Ths Straits Times gives dotuils of a 
murderous piraticul outrage, within the waters 
of Singapore, aginst, Chineso jank that left 
the port for Siak on the 22nd ult.,. with 
general cargo and o crew of six Chinese. It 
appears that when off Korimon Island the"junk 
yas beculied, und anchored in full view of a 
Malay village or kampong. from whieh four | 
Malays presently put off in a koleh and, asking 
for some tobacco, they. boarded the dongkang. 
Then, so far as can be learned, the rnuffians 
suddenly drew their krisee ond attacked the 
unfortunate Chinamen, cutting them down 
right and lefty ‘They then ransacked tho vessel 
and, after euttmg her anchor rops, made off 
with all-they could lay their hands on. 
Information of the horrible. crime, suys the 
Times, was tirat brought to- Singapore by the 
master of the steamer Qlanggi, who reported 
at the Master Attendant’s office at 9 o'clock on 
Saturday night that he had towed a tougkieng 
from Sultan Shodl to Singapore harbour with 
only one man in it out of a crow of six. The 
other five, the muster alleged, had’ been killed 
and thrown overboard. . ; 
The . police were informed and Inspector 
Branagau, of the Marino Police, boarded o 
Chinese tongkang, Ne. 300, lying off Beach 
Road. “There he found a ‘Hokien named Ng 
Chin Sing, the only survivor out of tho crew 
of six who sailed from Singapore for Sink on:

After his arrival at San Francisco on tie 
25th April, Mr. Conger was naturally sought 
out by Anierican press-mon. Tho U.S" Minis- 
ter reiterated many of the views expressed by 
him in China and: Jspan on his way home. 
He said -— ° 

« All kinds of cxaggerated tales have come 
out of China since the Boxer trouble. The 
tales of barbarism and brutality by e licentious 
soldiery that wore enbled all over the world 
were more fietion than truth. I have uo doubt 
that a groat deul of brutality’ was practiced 
by individual soldiers.

Peking, where women ond children wero 
besieged by a-howling mob of Chineso intent 
on marier, they probably did not take the 
trouble to diveover whether every Chineso 
they met had gan, or whether every house 
inu village gave shelter to Boxers, A great 
deat of. brutality was practiced which. would 
not be countemanced by civilised people, but 
I om satisfied that in all such ‘instances the 
"Inwlesaness was not sanctioned by the officers. 

“A story was published in Kobe that credited 
American missionaries with an admission that 
had done a lot of looting with my 


trath im that. ‘The missionaries, to my 
knowledge, have not looted, and I have not 
countenanced looting at any time. 

“ Another exaggernted.tale that needs refut- 
ing is the recently published statement that 
there is dauger of another Boxer uprisng in 
China, There is not the slightest dangor of 
any more trouble from the Boxers, and there 


is not the remotest prospect that the Govern. |' 


ment troops will.be massed with an idea of 
giving the allied troops any trouble. The 
Boxers or (+ovorment troops might get together 
and canse slight trouble at some one place, but 
even this, im my opinion, is highly impro- 
hablo. Peace- negotiations are, progrossing 
satisfactorily, and I believe order will be restored 
in China without further -friction between any 
of the parties in interest. 


‘« When I left Peking, the foreign Ministors'|, 


were making rapid progress toward ogreeing 
upon 
indemnities. Tho idca was that there should 
ve some uniformity ia the basis of ail indemnity 


claims, ani the several Ministers, ‘acting under | 


instruotions from their respective Governments, 
were struggling with the task of coming to 
some understanding among themselves. I am 
prepared to say that China is ready and willing 
to! pay any reasonable indemnity. Just what 
the total indemnity will amount to is impossible 
tosay at this time, for no attempt hus been 
made to ascertain the war expenses of the 
several nations.” .
